THE DISASTER LN DES VEUX 
ROAD... 


In our jasne of. yesterday we bricfly stated 
that tho provious evouing ina couple of houses 
had collapsed and one cought fire. Farther 
particalars are now to band. : - 

‘At obout nine o'clock 0 report was made at 
Noo 7 Police Station, West Point, by Indian
